The former Secretary, Rev. Harkey, stated that he was not 
prepared. to report.on the state of the church, as required by reso- 
lution Il, of last Synod, not having been able to obtain all the 
minutes of sister Synods, and other necessary information, in time 
to make a full and satisfactory report to this Synod.

1. The settlement of brother Heyer’s claim. By a resolution of last 
Synod, the surplus funds of the treasury were required to be paid in 
liquidation of that claim; and the committee deems it desirable that 
Synod should be informed on the subject. 

2. The Secretary was required to reply to a friendly letter from the 
Secretary of the South Carolina Synod, which duty the committee 
presumes our Secretary has attended to. 

3. Our Directors of the Seminary were required to ascertain whether 


the provisions of the Constitution in relation to the admission of stu- 


dents are strictly observed. The committee would ask whether this 
requirement has been complied with? _ 

4. A committee composed of brothers Heilig, Winecoff, Keller and 
Harkey, was appointed to visit the vacant Lutheran congregations in 
Preston county, Virginia, from whom your committee deem it desira- 
ble to have a report presented to this Synod. 

5. The officers of Synod, in connection with brother Heilig, were 
required to obtain information concerning a German settlement in 
Western Virginia, and report to this Synod. 

6. A committee consisting of Dr. B. Kurtz, Dr. Morris and brother 


Sentman, was appointed to divide the Lutheran congregations in Car- 


rol county, Md., so as to form a new pastoral district, from which com- 
mittee a report has been made by the President in his annual report.

Betovep BreTHRen : 


Among the many subjects of gratitude to the Supreme Being, which the paternal 
dealings of his providence have witnessed to us; the favor we now enjoy, after a 
separation of twelve months, to meet together in the capacity of a Synod, must oc- 
cupy a prominent place, and fill our hearts individually with a still deeper sense of 
his unbounded goodness. That we are counted worthy again to unite our prayers, 
and bend our endeavors for the advancement of his glory, the good of his church, 
and the safety and welfare of his people, may well call forth our most zealous and 
devoted efforts in so noblea cause. We are not only all here present before the 
Lord, to interchange notices of God's favor to his church, and refresh our spirits in 
the communion and fellowship of brotherly love, but are cheered by the pleasing 
fact, that there are fresh laborers coming forward into the vineyard of the Lord, 
filled with zeal and earnestness, for the advancement of the Redeemer’s kingdom 
upon earth. And as these are blessings peculiar to ourselves as watchmen in Zion, 
so are they well calculated to affect our hearts with the most devout and lively feel- 
ing of thankfulness to, and reliance upon our gracious and merciful heavenly Father. 

Permit me now, brethren, in accordance with the requirements of the Constitution, 
to lay before you in as brief a manner as possible, my official acts during the past 
year. 


On the 8th of May, Dr. Morris informed me that the committee appointed by 
Synod at Hagerstown in 1841, to examine and license foreigners who might desire 
to labor in the ministry of the Lutheran church, had examined and given ad interim 
license in the month of April to Mr. W. B. Rally, eintaatonations te: inten eoeeaey 
the Germans of Richmond, Virginia. 

On the 5th day of June, the Rev. William Hunt, formerly of the Methodist Pro- 
testant denomination, applied for license to labor in the ministry of-the Lutheran 
church. He presented testimonials of good standing, and also a letter of release 
from the Cumberland circuit, to which he had been appointed at the last annual 
Conference of said church; and also the testimony of the Rev. C. Startsman, that 


he had connected himself with the Williamsport congregation. I accordingly cheer- 
fully acceded to his wishes, and gave him ad interim license. vocal 
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On the 24th of June, I received a letter from the Rev. C. Weyl, enclosing a re. 
commendation of the Rev. Crantz, formerly a minister in the church of the “‘ United 
Brethren in Christ,” together with a certificate of honorable dismission from said 
_ denomination, asking ad interim license for Rev. Mr. Crantz. Upon the recommen: 

dation of Rev. C. Weyl, I sent him a license, but where this brother has been 
laboring [ have not been advised. 

On the 26th of June, Dr. Morris applied to me by letter for license for A. J. Wed. . 
dle, bearing testimony as to character and qualifications. Upon the recommendation 
of Dr. Morris, I sent a license to Mr. ware who was to labor at Canton, near 
Baltimore. 

On the 26th of July, Mr. Christopher Culler applied to me for license, bringing 
with him a letter of recommendation from his preceptor, the Rev. E. Keller, and 
from a personal acquaintance with Mr. Culler, I deemed him worthy to take part in 
the ministry of the gospel, and accordingly gave him license to labor in two congre- 
gations formerly connected with the Hagerstown charge. 


New Pastoral Districts, 


At the last‘meeting of Synod, a committee was appointed to divide the Manches- 
ter charge so as to form two pastoral districts. 

On the 22nd November, Dr. Morris informed me that the committee had attended 
to the duty assigned them—the new station to be known as the Westminster charge. 

From the Lutheran Observer I learned that at a meeting of the elders of the con- 
gregations composing the pastoral district of Cumberland, it was resolved to divide 
the same,—the new one formed, to be known as the Frostburg charge. 


Vacancies Supplied. 


From the Observer of the 23rd December, I learned that the Rey. P. Willard of 
Manchester, Carroll county, received and acccepted a call from the Westminster 
charge. 

From the same source I learned that the Rev. F. Ruthrauff, of Chester county, 
Pa., accepted a call from the Manchester district in June, which became vacant by 
the removal of the Rev. Willard. 

On the 5th of April the Rev. C. Lepley, of pi Pa.. informed me that he 
had accepted a call from the Frostburg charge, and intended entering immediately — 
upon the duties of the same. 
'The Martinsburg district, which became vacant by the removal of the Rev. S. 
Sprecher to Chambersburg, Pa., was supplied by the Rev. Mr. Siess, of the Virginia 
Synod, in July, who gave due notice of the same, expressing at the same tee a de- 
sire to remain in connection with the Synod of Virginia. 

The German church in Washington city, D. C., was vacated by the resignation 

of the Rev. Borchers, in July, which vacancy was sr age supriee: by the

On the 18th of August, Rey. G. Diebl of Booiisboro', bo tied 
sigued his charge with a view to a location in Easton, Pa., and on the same day, the 
Rev. W. Hunt gave notice that he had accepted a call from the Boonsboro’ district, 
and intended entering: anny upon the discharge of the duties of hie new field 
of labor. 
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From the Observer of July, I learned that the congregations in Preston county, 
Va., are at present supplied by a minister of the German Reformed church. 


Installations. 


On the 4th of June, the Rev. C. Lepley was installed as pastor of the Frostburg 
charge. The Rev. Sahm and Winecoff attended to the duties of the same. 
On the 24th of September, the Rev. C. P. Krauth, jr. was installed as pastor of the 
Second English Lutheran church in Baltimore city. The brethren, Baugher and 
Harkey, officiating on the occasion. 


Missions. 

Synod at its last meeting, resolved to establish a mission at Washington city, and 
appointed the Rev. Dr. Muller to carry said resolution into effect. He immediately 
entered upon the duties of the same, organized a congregation, which was presented 
with a lot of ground in an eligible situation, by General Van Ness, upon which to 
build a house for God. The mission and missionary are commended to the patron- 


age of Synod. 

Synod at its last meeting instructed me to send a certificate of honorable dismis- 
sion to the Rev. W. A. Wadsworth who had located in Ohio, which duty was at- 
tended to as soon as I ascertained his place of residence. 

On the 18th of September the Rev. S. Sprecher, late of Martinsburg, Va., applied 
for honorable dismission, alleging that his desire to remain in connection with our 


Synod, was the reason of his not having applied immiediately upon his removal te 
Chambersburg, Pa. His request was complied with. 


Vacancies. 
From the Observer of the 22nd September, I learned that the Rev. M. Waehter 
had resigned his charge in Middletown. 
On the 29th of September, the Rev. J. Winecoff informed me that he had resigned 
the Cumberland charge.

In conclusion, I would that appointed 
to divide the Manchester charge, be paid out of the Synodical Treasury. 
_ I would also recommend a vote of thanks by Synod, to Gen. Van Ness, for the 
disinterested liberality shown by him, to our mission and missionary in wangae 
city. 

And I would commend that tee most zealous efforts be made for the general cir- 
culation of the works now in progress of being published, namely, ‘‘ The Year- 
Book,” ‘* Why are you a Lutheran?” and “ Translations of Select Works of Martin 

Luther. 

And now brethren, may the great Head of the church direct us in our delibera- 

tions for the extension of his — and glory upon earth. 
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Report on the Minutes of Sister Synods. 


First. Taz Generar Synop. The twelfth biennial convention of the “ General 
Synod of the Evangelical: Lutheran church in the United States,” was held in the 
city of Baltimore, in May last. It consisted of twenty-nine clerical, and seventeen 
lay delegates, besides a number of visiting brethren. The following Synods were re- 
presented, viz., Maryland, West Pennsylvania, Hartwick, South Carolina, N. York, 
Virginia, Synod of the West, English Synod of Ohio, Alleghany Synod, and the 
Synod of East Pennsylvania. The Synods of North Carolina and Western Virginia, 
were not represented. The following four Synods were admitted as integral parts of 
this body at this session, viz., English Synod of Ohio, Alleghany Synod, Synod of 
Western Virginia, and Synod of East Pennsylvania; so that there are now twelve 
district Synods connected with the General Synod, while there are yet four, one in 
Pennsylvania and three in Ohio, who still stand aloof. We would fain hope that the 
time is not distant, when these four will also unite with the General Synod, and 
lend their aid in the great work which God has given us to perform. The officers 
elected are, Rev. J. G. Morris, President, Rev. C. A. Smith, Secretary, and Dr. D. 
Gilbert, Treasurer. 

The Synod was in session four days, during which time the Parent Education So- 
ciety, and the Foreign Missionary Society, also held their meetings. Much import- 
ant business was transacted, a few of the most interesting items of which we will 
notice. 

The cent-a-week plan for raising money for benevolent purposes in the church was 
strongly recommended, and a resolution was passed urging it upon the district Syn- 
ods, to make this a part of their business at their stated sessions, and exert their ut- 
most influence to carry it vigorously into execution. The German Liturgy of Penn- 
sylvania Synod was recommended to those congregations who worship in the German 
language, and a committee of seven was appointed for the purpose of forming’ an 
English Liturgy on the basis of said German Liturgy. This committee is to prepare 
a Liturgy, and have 500 copies published, and a copy sent to each minister connected 
with the General Synod for examination, with a view to deliberate and final action 
on the subject at the next convention of the General Synod. A depository for all 
the German publications of the American Tract Society, was established at the Book 
Establishment of the Lutheran chureh in Baltimore, and the Synod resolved to co- 
operate with the Amefican Tract Society as far as possible, in carrying out its benev- 
olent designs. | 

- A very interesting report was made on the state of the church, as also on the Par- 
ent Education Society, the Gettysburg Seminary, the Foreign Missionary Society, 
and on the affairs of the Hymn Book, and the Book Company. 

A plan was proposed for having the stock of the Book Company transferred to 
the General Synod ; viz., that it be transferred to the Presidents of the District Syn- 
ods connected with the General Synod, to be held by them in their individual capac- 
ity, during the term of their office, in trust for the General Synod. This plan, it 1s 
thought, is feasible and perfectly safe, and therefore urged upon the attention of the 
district Synods. ‘The persons thus authorized to hold the stock in trust, (that 
is, the Presidents of the district Synods,) should be appointed agents, to induce its 
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present holders to bestow it to the church, and the ministers of each Synod should 


be requested also, to exert themselves for the same purpose.” — 

The “ Hirtenstimme” was aided by a loan of 400 dollars from the Hymn-Book 
Committee, and the subscription books of the first year were transferred to said com- 
mittee for the purpose of re-payment of the sum loaned ; and if a sufficient sum be 
not obtained in this way, the district Synods, viz., West Pennsylvania and Maryland, 
who established the Hirtenstimme, are to be applied to, to make up the deficit. 

The following resolution was passed in reference to district Synods: That the dis- 
trict Synods in connection with the General Synod, be requested to send an abstract 
of their proceedings, embracing the statistics and state of religion within their bounds, 
to each convention of the General Synod. 

The management of the affairs of the Hymn-Book was transferred to the Book 
Establishment in Baltimore, and it was hoped that such arrangments could be made 
as to reduce the price of the Hymn-Book to 625 cents per copy. 

Rev. Drs. S. S. Schmucker, B. Kurtz, and J. Bachman were appointed a commit- 
tee of Foreign Correspondence, to correspond with the principal divines of our church 
in Europe, in reference to the state of the church, and they are to report the result 
to the General Synod at each meeting. 

The next session of the General Synod is to be held in St. Matthew’s church, 
Philadelphia, commencing on the third Thursday in May, 1845. 

A Foreign Mission was established, and the Rev. W. Gunn appointed our mission- 
ary, who is to sail for India this autumn, to labor in conjunction with Rev. F. Heyer 
in Gantoor among the Telugoo people. In about a week from this time, he is to 
receive his instructions and be set apart to his work in Philadelphia. 

Second. Tae German Evancetica, Lutneran Synop or 
body held its last meeting in Philadelphia, from the 11th to the 15th of June, 1843. 
It consists of fifty-eight ministes, sixteen of whom were absent from this meeting. 
Its officers are, Rev. Messrs. C. Miller, President, J. W. mlchards, Secretary, and J. 
C. Baker, D. D., Treasurer. 

Three besthoon presented cirtificates of honorable dismission from their respective 
Synods, and were received as members of this; viz., Rev. F. W. Geissenheiner, of 
the New York, and Rev. J. Medtart, and Rev. J. H. Fischer, of the West Pennsyl- 
vania Synods. The name of one individual, viz., C. A. Griebler, was stricken from 
the roll of ministers by a resolution of the Ministerium. 

Three young brethren, F. A. M. Keller, G. A. Wentzel, and C. J. A. Newman, 
were licensed. 

The Rev. T. Stork, delegate from the Evangelical Sethenda Synod of East Penn- 
sylvania, appeared in Synod, but was not recognized as a delegate. The minutes of 
our Synod were received by them and referred to a committee, but we find no report 
upon them in their minutes. 

We had appointed a delegate to this Synod, who however, did not find it conveni- 
ént to attend, but addressed a letter to them, which is noticed in the following words : 
“No. 16, is a letter from pastor Baugher, the delegate from the Synod of Maryland, 
in which he regrets his inability to attend our Synod, on account of professional] du- 
ties. He wishes Synod the blessing of God.” 

During the meeting of Synod a ‘“‘ Centennial Jubilee” was held in St. Michael's 
church, Philadelphia, it being one hundred years since that church was founded. 
Several sermons were preached, and other exercises held, and the celebration is said 


to have been very interesting.

The “ Lutheran Standard,” and the “ Lutherische Kirchenzeitung” were warmly 
recommended to the support of their people by these brethren. 

Rey. brethren Steck, and Spielman of “‘ the General Synod of Ohio,” who were 
delegates to this body, were cordially received and the privilege of seats and vote 
were extended to them. Propositions were made to this Synod by the ‘* General 
Synod of Ohio” to unite with them in the support of the Theological Seminary at 
Columbus, which were acceded to. Accordingly four Directors, (which is one third 
of the whole,) of the Seminary were elected by this Synod. 

It was resolved to co-operate with the Foreign Missionary Society of the General 
Synod, in prosecuting the work of foreign missions, and a plan of co-operation was 
agreed upon, and the Society is hereafter to be known by the name of The Lutheran 
Foreign Missionary Society. 

Third. Synop or Nortu Carouwa. This body held its last meeting at Sandy 
Creek church, Davidson county, N. C., from the 28th of April to the 2nd of May, 
1843. It consists of eleven ministers, three of whom were absent from this meeting. 
Seven lay delegates took their seats as members. The officers are, Rev. Wm. Artz, 
President, Rey. Wm. G. Harter, Secretary, and Col. John Shimpock, Treasurer. 

Their statistics are as follows: Congregations, 17; Infant baptisms, 93; Confirm- 
ed, 39; Received by letter, 17; Communicants, 1463; Burials, 76 ; Sunday-schools, 
4; Teachers, 12; Scholars, 85. These reports are exceedingly imperfect, so that 
their statistical table appears very meager. 

Our minutes were received and reported upon by this body. 

These brethren still co-operate with the Synod of South Carolina in the support 
of the Seminary at Lexington. They have prosecuted the Centenary enterprize with 
considerable zeal and success, and though a small body, seem to be actively engaged 
in the work of our divine Master. 

Fourth. Synop or Virciia. This Synod held its last annual session in Wood- 
stock, from the 6th to the 1/th of May, 1843. It consists of 18 ministers, 3 of whom 
were absent at this meeting. The officers elected are, Rev. L. Eichelberger, Presi- 
dent, Rev. S. Wagner, Secretary, and Rev. T. Miller, Treasurer. 

The Rev. J. P Cline, delegate from our Synod appeared among them, and was 

cordially received as an advisory member. . 
Their parochial reports present the following aggregate : Congregations, 40; Infant 
Baptisms, 139; Adult Baptisms, 87; Confirmed, 296 ; Communicants, 1,975; Sab- 
bath schools, 17; Prayer-meetings, $6; Temperance Socicties, 17. In addition to 
their statistical table these brethren gave verbal reports, as is stated in their minutes, 
of the werk ef the Lord among them, which were highly interesting. 

Our minutes were received and are reported upon. 

These brethren have taken measures for the establishment of a classical seeaaii to 
be located in the neighborhood of Staunton. The brethren Baughman and Bittle 
are the Professors. 

This is a spirited and energetic body, and the work of the Lord seems to prosper 
in their hands. | 
Fifth. Hanrwicx Synop. The minutes of this Synod in my hands are those of 
1842. Those of the present year were brought to Synod, but some brother mislaid 
them, so that they could not be found. The meeting of 1842, was held in Stone 
Arabia, Montgomery county, N. ¥., on the 3rd and, following days of September. 
This body numbers 16 ministers. The officers are, Rev. G. A. Lintner, D. D., Pre- 
sident, Rev. L. Sternberg, Secretary, and Rev. W. N. Sholl, Treasurer. 
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Their parochial reports are as follows: Congregations, 27; Infant Baptisms, 317; 
Adults, 28; Confirmed, 135; Admitted, 28; Communicants, 3,877 ; a 43 
ings, $2; Sunday schools, 34; Teachers, 152; Scholars, 1,001. 


Our minutes are noticed in the report of one of the committees. , 
They are actively engaged in Education and Missionary operations, and are an ac- 


tive and energetic body of men. The work of the Lord is prospering in their hands. 


Sizth. Synop or East Pennsytvania held its first annual session in St. Peter’s 

church, Chester county, Pa., on the 15th of October, 1842. 
This body is composed of persons formerly members of the old German Synod of 
Pennsylvania. This was their first regular meeting, at which a constitution was 
adopted, and the body regularly organized. The officers elected are, Rev. F’. Ruth- 
rauff, President, Rev. T. Stork, Secretary, and Rev. F. R. Anspach, Treasurer. It 
consists of 11 ministers, 2 of whom were absent from this meeting. 
Their statistics are as follows: Congregations, 24; Infant Baptisms, 179; Adults, 
41; Confirmed, 231; Communicants, 1,513; Sunday schools, 13; Prayer-meetings, 
11; Contributions, $554,50. 

This Synod passed a resolution uniting with the General Synod, and adopted plans 
and resolutions of active co-operation in the several benevolent enterprizes of the 
church. 

The following resolution passed by them we deem worthy of imitation by other 
Synods: ‘* Resolved, That whilst we disapprove of all disorderly and fanatical pro- 
ceedings in religious worship, aud in protracted efforts for the salvation of souls, we 
cordially commend the most decisive and energetic measures for the conversion of 
sinners and edification of the church, adhering strictly to the admonition of the 
apostle, that “‘ all things be done decently and in order.” 

Seventh. Attecuany Synop. This is a newly organized body, composed of min- 
isters residing in the western part of Pennsylvania. Their first session, at which a 
constitution was adopted, and they were fully organized, was held at Hollidaysburg, 
Huntingdon county, Pa., on the 8th and following days of September, 1842. It con- 
tains 12 ministers, with the prospect of a rapid increase. The officers elected were, 
Rev. Wm. Yeager, President, Rev. P. Rizer, Secretary, and Rev. A. Babb, Trea- 
surer. They adopted a resolution uniting with the General Synod, and resolved to 
aid in all the benevolent enterprizes and operations of the church. They elected 
Directors of the Seminary at Gettysburg, and resolved to aid in sustaining our insti- 
tutions there. 

Their parochial reports give the following aggregate : Congregations, 49 ; Commu- 
nicants, 4,137; Infant Baptisms, 541; Adults, 114; Confirmed, 670; Funerals, 130; 
Sunday schools, 35; Prayer-meetings, 46; Collections for Synodical Treasury, $85.41. 

These brethren report a large number of vacant congregations within their bounds, 
among whom they resolved to support a missionary, if one could be obtained. They 
are an energetic and zealous body of men, and will exert a powerful influence upon 
our comparatively destitute church in Western Pennsylvania. 

Eighth. Synop or Western Viremia. This is also a newly organized body, 
composed of ministers residing in the south-western part of Virginia, and formerly 
connected with the Synods of Virginia and North Carolina. They held their first 
meeting in Zion’s church, Floyd county, Va., on the 2lst and following days of 
May, 1842. At this meeting they adopted a constitution and fully organized. They 
resolved to connect themselves with the General Synod, and appointed delegates ac 
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cordingly. This body, at its first session, was composed of only 6 ministers; but as 
they have an extensive field and an abundance of materials, they will doubtless in- 
. crease rapidly. The officers elected are, Rev. J. Scherer, President, Rev. E. Haw- 
kins, Secretary, and Mr. Joseph Brown, Treasurer. They report Congregations, 15; 
Infant Baptisms, $4; Adults, 4; Confirmed, 58; Communicants, 778; Deaths, 6. 
The Secretary remarks that this report was made out for a few months only, and ig 
by no means a fair exhibit of the statistics of their Synod. The brethren composing 
this little Synod are active and devoted men, and we expect to hear good tidings of 
the prosperity of the kingdom of Christ among them from time to time. 
_ Ninth. Synop or Sours Carorina. The nineteenth annual meeting of the Evan- 
gelical Lutheran Synod and Ministerium of South Carolina, was held in St. Mark’s 
church, Edgefield district, S. C., from the 12th to the 16th of November, 1842. The 
Synod is composed of 30 ministers and 2 exhorters. The officers elected are, Rey. 
J.C. Hope, President, Rev. Wm. Berly, Secretary, Rev. C. B. Thiimmel, Corres- 
ponding Secretary, and Col. W. Caughman, Treasurer. 
Their parochial reports present the following aggregate: Congregations, $34; Bap- 
: tisms, 371; Memabers received, 303 ; Total number of members, 2,177; Burials, 135 ; 
Sunday schools, 12; Teachers, 54; Scholars, 517. 

The Centenary enterprize has been prosecuted with more success by our brethren 
of South Carolina than by any other Synod. Their Seminary and Synodical treas- 
uries seem to be well supplied for the present. Their Theological Seminary and 
Literary Institute at Lexington, though prospering, seem not to have as many stu- 
dents as is desirable. 

Our minutes are reported upon by these brethren, and they manifest a warm desire 
to co-operate with other Evangelical Lutheran Synods in building up the Redeemer’s 
kingdom among as, and furthering the best interests of our beloved Evangelical Lu- 
theran church. 

In conclusion, your Secretary has to state with regret, that the minutes of the 
other Evangelical Lutheran Synods in the United Statas, are not in his hands, and 
of course he cannot report on them. If it is desired that the Secretary should report 
annually upon the minutes of sister Synods, it is obvious that a copy of each of those 
minutes should be sent him immediately upon their publication. I cannot, of course, 
present the statistics of the whole church, as all the minutes are not in my hands.

Directors’ Report. 
The Directors of the Seminary would report that they have regularly attended the 
meetings of the Board since the last Synod. The examinations of the students, as 
im far as they were held, have been mp E RL though too short a time is usually de- 
’ |g voted to that duty. During the year 25 students have been connected with the insti- 
4 tution and 7 have left it to take charge of churches, most of them having finished the 
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whole prescribed course of study. Several have left for a season for the purpose of 
teaching school, who are expected to return and resume their studies next winter. 

As far as is known to your Directors, 7 young men will enter the Seminary at the 
beginning of the ensuing session. There may be more who have not yet made their 
design known to the Faculty,—but we fervently wish that the number were quad- 
rupled. 

The amount of available funds now invested is $10,500, and even this does not 
produce 6 per cent. interest. Some of our stocks, we hope, will soon become pro- 
ductive and some money loaned ($2,201,80 with seven years interest) which was 
reckoned as lost, has been recovered in part by suit and probably the whole may be 
eventually received. The sum of $1,450 has been invested in Girard Bank stock, 
which may hereafter be worth something, but not near par. There are several 
smaller sums ($275,) loaned to individuals, who have paid no interest, and the whole 

may be considered as lost. 

There are $2,702 invested in Maryland State stock, which, it is expected, will pay 
interest before long. There are $38 of Tide Water stock, which is unproductive and 
probably a loss. 

The amount of interest due, including that due on Maryland State stock, is about 

$1,200. The whole amount of funds really invested by purchase or loan and which 
have produced no income for the last two years (and a portion of it for a longer pe- 
riod) is $6,500. It is expected that all, with the exception of $300 or $400 will here- 
after become available to some extent. 
From this it appears that there are funded $§17,000,—of which sum only $10,500 
at present produces interest and that below 6 per cent. (It is proper however, to state 
that nearly $700 are lying subject to the order of the Treasurer in Virginia, which 
he will very shortly receive, and in the course of a year the whole of the balance of 
$2,201,80 will be recovered.) 

It is manifest then that the whole of the available funds are not sufficient to sup- 
port even one Professor. The question is, how is the deficiency to be made up? At 
the meeting of the Board last spring, a resolution was passed, recommending to all 
Synods represented in the Board to pay out of their treasuries, the sum of $5 for 
each pastoral district, in order to make up the amount. This was urged on the 
brethren through the Observer, by the committee, and it is hoped it will be generally 
complied with. If it is, then our professors will be paid their full salary; if not, 
then there will be a debt to them annually accruing, which it is extremely desirable 
to avoid. | | 

Some years ago a note of $100 given by Rev. J. Brown, (deceased,) to this Synod 
for the amount loaned, was contributed to the funds of the Seminary when a special 
request was made to the Synods for help ih some emergency. That note has never 
been paid; the person who drew it is dead and his estate insolvent. The Board has 
requested your Directors to present this matter to the Synod, asking whether you 
will not assume the responsibility of paying it. 

We must bend all our energies to the support of the institution and render it what 
it was designed to he, a blessing indeed to the church. JOHN G. MORRIS,

The committee appointed to furnish an engrossed report of the state of religion 
in the various pastoral charges connected with this Synod, received the following 
statements, viz. 


Rev. J. P. Cline reports—That “ during the Synodical year which is now closing, 
there has been no special interest manifested upon the subject of religion within my 
charge. The previous year was one of unusual excitement and ingathering ; some 
have since backslidden ; the majority, however, are doing well. This charge is evi- 
dently improving in many respects; a cent-a-week society has been established in 
each congregation; Sunday schools are flourishing; the prayer meetings are regu- 
larly kept up, and the Temperance cause is, perhaps, nowhere more flourishing within 
the State.” | 

Rev. W. F. Eyster—“ Several interesting meetings have been held in the bounds 
of this charge since the session of last Synod. A number of conversions, we have 
reason to believe, have occurred. The charge is yet, comparatively, in its infancy; 
yet, we trust, gives cheering signs of future increase and spiritual prosperity.” 

Rev. Ezra Keller—“ During the last year I had charge of a small church at Mid- 
dleburg in connection with the other two. Eleven were added to its communicants, 
which now number fifty-eight. In spirituality and punctual attendance, the congre- 
gation evidently improved. For the coming year, this congregation, with that at 
Funkstown, will be under the supervision of the Rev. C. Culler, and will have 
preaching every other Sabbath. It is also likely that another congregation will be 
organized, and a church built in the neighborhood of Beaver Creek school house. 
In Hagerstown congregation, there has been nothing very special during the last 
Synodical year. A considerable number of heads of families have been added. 
There has also been some advancement in spirituality, liberality and efficiency in the 
work of the Lord. Still we have reason to lament that so little interest is taken in 


_ the extension of the Redeemer’s kingdom, and so little contributed to the same.” 


Rev. J. J. Retmensnyder—“ In furnishing an account of the state of piety and reli- 
gion in my charge, I feel like raising my heart to God in gratitude and adoration for 
his guidance and grace during my labors in the field, which, by his superintending 
providence, has been committed to my care for the last two years. In, this period 
many precious sOuls have been converted, and more than one hundred persons ad- 
mitted to membership in the Evangelical Lutheran church. We havc enjoyed glori- 
ous revivals, and witnessed scenes of interest and thrilling joy, the memory of which, 
the strong hand of death shall not be able to blot out; but which we hope to remem- 
ber with gratitude in a brighter and better world. Of public backsliding we have 
had but a few instances—the warmth and ardor which prevailed in our revival 
scenes, are still living and present in our prayer meetings and other religious exercises. 
About two hundred dollars were raised during the past year for benevolent purposes, 
a considerable portion of which was applied to the education of a brother in the 
Theological Seminary at Gettysburg. Preaching is well attended—our communions 
are large, and to judge the tree by its fruits, we humbly believe it is in a thriving and 
growing condition.” 
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Rev. 8S. Sentman—“ In regard to the state of piety, &e.in this charge, there is 
nothing special, or particularly interesting to report. Preaching is well attended, 
communions are large, solemn and interesting, and wé think We have reason to hope 
that much deep-toned piety prevails among this people. Much, however, very much 
still remains to be done in this charge. Yet when we consider the disadvantages 
under which we labor, and our own utter unworthiness, if not unfaithfulness, surely, 
we may say, the Lord has been much better to us than our fears, and infinitely more 

merciful and gracious to us than our deserts. Not the least of these disadvantages 
is the unreasonable number of souls entrusted to the care of the pastor, scattered, as 
they are, over a large district of country; (it is fifteen miles from the pastor’s resi- 
dence to the remotest congregation of the charge;) which makes it impossible for 
him to visit his people and preach the gospel from house to house, and personally, as 
a sense of duty, and the interests of their souls require. We hope, however, to live 
to see the day when these difficulties will be, at least in @ great measure, removed. 
May God and the church unite to hasten it in his time.” 
Rev. P. Willard—* The Lord has graciously smiled on this part of his Zion during 


the past Synodical year. About the time of my removal from Manchester to this’ 


place, the Lord poured out his Spirit upon two of the congregations of that charge, 
and many souls were hopefully converted to'God. In February last, at our Confer- 
ence meeting in Manchester, (which [I still partially supplied till a call had been 
given to, and accepted by brother Ruthrauff,) we had one of the most extensive 
works of grace ever experienced within the bounds of our Synod; an account et 
which was given in the Lutheran Observer. 

In the Westminster district the Lord has poured out his Spirit on every congrega- 
tion, some of which have enjoyed nearly a constant revival since our connection as 
pastor and people. Three new congregations have been organized, which are now in 
a prosperous condition. One in Westminster, which now numbers eighty communi- 
cants; a second in Finksburg, and a third about five miles east of this place. Many 
nominal members of the church were hopefully converted, and others who were 
strangers to grace, brought. into covenant with God. Prayer meetings and Sabbath 
schools, the blesged effects of which were little known to some and opposed by 
others, have been established, and now find warm and zealous advocates in wey 
congregation.” 

From the above; in connection with verbal information which was received from 
the brethren, it is evident that the Lord still smiles upon our labors, and owns and 
blesses them to the glory of his name. _ ,
